The accompanying annual report covers operations of the 
San Bernardino Free Public Library for the fiscal year 
of July 1, 1958 to June 30, 1959. 


This period, despite the continued problems created by 

the cramped temporary quarters of the Main Library, has 
been one of optimistic planning for the more modern and 
more adequate Library which was provided for under the 

successful $490,000.00 1958 bond issue. 


The opening months of the period were spent in careful 
consideration of architectural firms and individuals. 

The architectural firm of Harnish and Fickes was selected 
to prepare plans for the Main Library at Fourth Street 
and Arrowhead Avenue. These plans have been completed 
and currently are being studied by contractors prior to 
offering a bid for the construction of the Library. 


Architects will be named for the three Branch Libraries 
at a future date. The staggering of Library construction 
together with some downward revision of the Main Library 
plans has been made necessary by the fact no sale has been 
made of the old Main Library site at Fourth and D Streets. 
Funds for the construction of the Branch Libraries and for 
their equipment and a part of the Main Library equipment 
are to be derived from this land sale. 


There have been some changes in Board personnel in recent 
months. Trustees Alvin C. Hancock and J. David Wood were 
appointed for new terms by Mayor Raymond H. Gregory. 

David W. Stuart was appointed in place of Trustee Tom 
Madison, the latter being named to the Board of Water 
Commissioners. Kenneth Henry was appointed to the Board 
earlier in the year to fill the unexpired term of Joe Gintz. 
All members of the Board are active and well informed. 


I know I voice the sentiments of other Trustees and those 

of our Librarian, Howard M. Rowe, in expressing appreciation 
for the sympathetic understanding of our problems by the 
Mayor, Councilmen, and other City officials.

Gentlemen: 


I take pleasure in submitting 4 report on the activities of 
the San Bernardino Public Library for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1959. 


The statistics presented here provide evidence that public 

use of the Library system continues at an increasing rate 

in spite of the inadequate book stock and library quarters 
available. From these figures and from the knowledge we 

have of the inadequacies of our present physical facilities, 
we can reasonable expect a decided increase in Library patron- 
age with the opening of the new Library next year. Proposed 
Branch Library facilities will provide needed neighborhood 
outlets for Library service. It is my nope that we may see 
the sale of the old Main Library site at Fourth and D Streets 
soon in order that we may proceed with the Branch Library 
program, and provide needed equipment for the new Main Library. 


Working with the architectural firm of Harnish and Fickes in 
planning the interior of the new Main Library proved most 
interesting. In the preliminary planning period, the Staff 
members were consulted as to the desirable location of certain 
departmental areas, and the arrangement of certain equipment . 
Work flow charts were prepared in order that the best possible 
location of workers and tools would result in efficient operation. 
I hope that the many hours spent in the development of the 
interior of the Library and the work stations will result in a 
Library which can offer the public outstanding Library service 
at a minimum cost. 


I wish again to acknowledge with appreciation the manner in 
which the entire Library Staff has cooperated in attempting te 
provide the best possible library service under the adverse con- 
ditions prevailing in our limited Library quarters at 587 E. 
Street. 


The Librarian is indebted to the members of the Board of Library 
Trustees for their guidance and help during this momentous year 
of planning the new Library building. 

T wish to express my thanks to Mr. CG. Ce Wood, Chief Administra~ 
tive Officer of the City of San Bernardino, and to his Staff for 
the cooperation extended to the Library.

Gentlemen: 


I take pleasure in submitting this report on the activities 
of the San Bernardino Public Library for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1960. 


The material presented provides a statistical analysis of 
the work accomplishments of the Library which can be meas-~ 
ured quantitatively, but represents only a part of the total 
service program of the Library system. The effectiveness of 
Library service in a community is difficult to present. in 
statistical form. It is almost impossible to measure the 
pleasure attained from reading a good book, or to calculate 
the economic improvement of our readers who gain knowledge 
and growth in their vocation through study. How do we meas- 
ure the satisfaction of a person who becomes aware of the 
world around him through reading informative material, or 
the quickened interest of children in things about them 
which are introduced to them for the first time through 
good books? Is there a mathematical measurement which can 
be used to indicate precisely the contribution made by the 
Public Library to the cultural growth of a community? These 
less measurable values, I am sure, are as important as 
those capable of precise measurement in the to&sal Library 
achievement program in the community. 


The final structural planning for the new Main Library 
building was completed early in the fiscal year. With the 
actual ground breaking ceremony in October, which marked 

the beginning of construction, planning and study began 

on other phases of the total building program. Shelving a 
and Library furniture plans and specifications were prepared, 
and formal bids called for supplying this equipment. In 
cooperation with the Architect, final interior and exterior 
color schedules were completied. In cooperation with the 
Park Commission, a general landscaping program for the area 
around the new Library building was agreed upon, Additional 
furniture and equipment schedules have been completed. 
Moving schedules have been prepared to facilitate the inte- 
gration within the new building of the materials stored in 
the warehouse at the City Yards, and those now in the tempo- 
rary quarters at 587 E Street.

The Branch Library building program moved ahead when 

the Park Commission and the Board of Library Trustees 
were in agreement that the Southwest Branch could be 
placed in Lytle Creek Park, Mr. C. Paul Ulmer, Architect, 
was engaged to prepared the plans and specifications for 
this new 1,700 sq. ft. Branch Library. The bids for the 
construction of this building will be opened on July 25th. 
The Branch Library will be ready for occupancy within 90 
days after start of construction. 


From a planning and structural viewpoint, this has been 
an exciting and rewarding year for members of the Library 
Staff, and they are looking forward with anticipation to 
the time when Library service can be given from these new 
facilities. 


I wish to acknowledge with deep appreciation the manner 
in which the entire Library Staff has cooperated in 
attempting to provide good library service under the 
limited facilities which have been available to it in 
the temporary Library quarters, and to express my thanks 
for the advice and help given to me in developing what 
we hope will prove to be a well-planned and functional 
Library building. 


The Librarian is indebted to the members of the Board of 
Library Trustees for their guidance and help in the solution 
of a variety of problems in this busy and fruitful year. 

I wish to express my appreciation to Mr. C. C. Wood, Chief 
Administrative Officer, and to the Department Heads of the 
City of San Bernardino for the cooperation extended to the 
Library during the fiscal year 1959-1960.

Gentlemens: 


I take pleasure in submitting this report on the activities of 
the San Bernardino Public Library for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1961. 


The Library has experienced growth in every area of service in the 
past year. The statistical information included provides a numeri- 
cal picture of the day to day activities of the Library Staff in 
bringing books and people together. Statistics can show volume of 
work accomplished in a given period of time, but they are inadequate 
as a means of portraying the true value of the Library and its 
resources in the life of the community. 


The fiscal year just completed was a momentous one for the citizens 
of San Bernardino. In the late summer of 1960, the Staff completed 
the moving of books and equipment from the temporary Library quarters 
at 587 E Street, and from the Library warehouse in the City Yards, 

to the newly constructed Main Library building at Fourth Street and 
Arrowhead Avenue. Formal dedication took place on August 28, 1960, 
This completed a project which had been the dream of Board members, 
Staff members, and citizens alike for twenty years. Patron appreci- 
ation of the new Library facilities is evidenced by the increased 
use of all Library services. 


The Branch Library expansion program was implemented during the year 
with the opening in February ef the Eleanor Lawson Branch Library 
located in Lytle Creek Park. This is the first of the three Branch 
Libraries to be constructed from bond money voted by the people in 
1958. The working drawings for the May Coddington Branch Library 
to be located in Perris Hill Park were completed late in the year. 
The bids for the construction of this Branch will be opened on Mon- 
day, July 17, 1961. Preliminary plans are about completed for the 
remodeling of the Mount Vernon Branch Library. 


The progress in our Branch Library program is due to a large extent 
to the cooperation of the Park Commission in permitting the location 
of the two Branch Libraries in City owned Parks. It is believed that 
such locations will prove beneficial to the citizens of the areas to 
be served. 


I believe our Library program both in service and housing facilities 
is moving ahead to keep pace with the ever increasing demands of the 
citizens for recreational, informational, and educational materials 
offered by the Library.

I take pleasure in submitting this report on the activities of the 
San Bernardino Public Library for the fiscal year, July 1, 1961 
through June 30, 1962. 


The Branch Library expansion program was further implemented during 
the year with the opening of the May Coddington Branch Library on 
January 21, 1962. The Technical Services Department, selected, 
purchased, and cataloged more than 4,000 new books for this Branch 
in addition to its regular duties of supplying books for the entire 
Library System. The Department is to be commended for carrying this 
difficult assignment to a successful conclusion, I wish also to 
commend the other Departments of the Main Library for their part 

in the total program of opening a new Branch Library for service. 


I recommend that some attention be paid to the statistics of 
operation which accompany this report. These statistics are 
indicative of the continuous attempt to improve the service pattern 
of the Library, and the use made of the facilities of the Library by 
the citizens of San Bernardino, 


Borrower registration is kept on a thrde year basis which means 

that the borrower's file is fairly current and represents a body 

of citizens who are active users of the Library. Circulation figures 
indicate a 12% increase in items loaned for home use. However, the 
greatest increase in activity is represented in the Reference services. 
Picture use increased 1.17%; Periodicals 15%; Newspaper 74%; 

Pamphlets 74%; and Telephone and over the Desk Reference Questions 

4%, Last year reference questions totaled 44,306, this year 45,998, 


Total book resources increased 3%. For a City the size of San 
Bernardino, and for the use made of the Library by the citizens of 
the community, the fisure represents a small fraction of the bookg 
resources necessary for a well rounded book collection for the use 
of future generations. Continuous efforts should be made to improve 
this most important basic element of Library service. 


This last year saw the first purchase of microfilm on a large scale, 
Ten years of the San Bernardino Sun Telegram were secured on 
microfilm. A micro-reader was also purchased. The program will 

enable the Library to preserve the original papers which were becoming

badly worn by use, and to privide a quicker and more usable service 
for our patrons. 


The Library still is in an unfavorable position to compete with other 
Southern California Libraries salary-wise in securing professional 
personnel. Because of the lack of applicants for a vacant Junior ~. 
Librarian position, it has been necessary to use temporary help to 

man service desks with trained personnel, If this situation does 

not improve, a change in our service pattern will have to be 
considered. Even with the cost-of-living increase granted for the 

next fiscal year, our beginning professional salary scale is below 

that of Libraries with which we must compete for competent professional 
personnel, 


I wish to commend the Library Staff for their efforts in providing 
the citizens of the community with good Library service, and for 
its continued interest in developing this service, 


I extend my personal thanks and appreciation to each member of the 
Board of Library Trustees for their guidance and help in the 
administration of the growing San Bernardino Public Library, 

I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to the Mayor and Common 
Council, to Mr. C. C. Wood, Chief Administrative Officer, and to

With the acquisition of two lots at the corner of Home Avenue and “uscott 
Street for the site of the Mary 3, Kellopp Branch Library, and the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Jimmie Cartee architect for the project, the Board of Library 
Trustees approaches the final stages in the completion of the five year 
capital improvement program of the Library system, It is anticipated that 
the third Library Branch in the building project will be dedicated to public 
service in the fall of 1963. 


The statistical material appended to this report is clear evidence of the 
impact of the accelerated educational interests of the citizens of the 
community on the Library facilities, The Board is constantly aware of the 
need to keep the library resources and professional services in step with 
the demands of the citizens for educational, recreational, and informational 
resources, which in many situations can be secured only through the Public 
Library. 


In submitting this report, special mention should be made of Board's 
appreciation of the complete support given to the Library Board by the 
Mayor and Common Council. Without this support and understanding, our 
responsibilities to the people would have been much more difficult to 
perform. 


We commend our Librarian, Howard M. Rowe, and his capable and efficient 
staff for the manner in which Library operations were carried on during 
the year, and for their dedication to the program of improved Library 
service to the citizens of San Bernardino.

Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you this report on the activities of the 
San Bernardino Public Library for the fiscal year, July 1, 1962 through 
June 30, 1963, 


The report gives a quantitative analysis of the Library activities, but 

its volume does represent a pattern of qualitative service to the citizens 
of San Bernardino. Qualitative service is measured more in terms of patron 
Satisfaction. We hope that the intangibles of staff knowledge combined with 
the values to be found in the book collection have added considerably to 
patron satisfaction during the year. 


Patron registrations increased 8/3% over the preceding year. More than 
one-third of the population of the city have library borrower's cards. This 
is higher than the national average for all Public Libraries, Books and 
materials circulated for home use increased 3%, but the use of Reference 
books within the Library had proportionately greater increase. Total books 
added to the collection numbered 9,725, representing a decrease of 2,322 
books. With withdrawals of obsolete and lost books, the gain in the total 
collection was 1,780 books. For a city the size of San Bernardino, it is 
recommended that attention be given to building up the general collection 
of the Library. 


The preliminary plans and working drawings have been completed for the 
proposed Mary B. Kellogg Branch Library to be located in the west end of 
the City of San Bernardino. It is anticipated that this Branch will be 
available for service in the fall of 1963, 


The Library remains in an unfavorable position to compete with other 
Libraries in this area for competent professional librarians. Although our 
Salary structure has been improved, it still requires further upward adjust- 
ment to permit the attraction of competent professional personnel. 


I wish to commend the Library Staff for their efforts in providing the 
citizens of the community with good Library service, and for its continued 
interest in developing this important community service, 


I extend my personal thanks and appreciation to each member of the Board 
of Library Trustees for their guidance and help in the administration of 
the Library. 


I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to Mr. C.C. Wood, Chief 
Administrative Officer, and to the Department Heads of the several agencies 
of the City for the cooperation extended to the Library during the fiscal 
year just concluded,

Gentlemen: 


The members of the Board of 
Trustees of the San Bernardino Free Public 
Library are most appreciative of the close 
understanding and cooperation evidenced by 
the Administrative and Legislative Depart- 
ments of our Municipal government with the 
operations of the Public Library. 


The 1954-55 year has witnessed the 
initial attempts to provide an adequate, 
modern Main Library and to expand the Branch 
Library system, These attempts have been 
approved generally by the voters of the City 
in impressive majorities which, unfortunately, 
failed to reach the needed two-thirds affirma- 
tive vote, It is believed that with further 
educational work a subsequent proposal will 
_ be passed in the none too distant future, 


A glance over the Library Staff 
for the past few years will reveal that in 
excessive turnover of personnel alone the 
taxpayers of our City are paying for a new 
Library without enjoying any of its benefits. 
We remain housed in the 52-year-old structure 
erected to care for a city of 6,000. 


The Library Board has undergone 
major change, The two senior members, 
Rabbi Norman Feldheym and R. H. Neddersen, 
who served as President and Vice-President 
of Trustees, retired earlier this year, as 


did Mrs. Olive Palmtag. The devoted service 
of these Trustees, we know, has been a large 
factor in Municipal government of recent 
years. 


New Trustees are Thomas Jones, Alvin 
Hancock and George C. Cooper -- all men prominent 
in civic and business life of our Community. 


At the close of the last year Miss 
Mary Belle Kellogg, Librarian, was reassigned 
as Assistant Librarian -- a change made only 
after it had been pressed by her over a long 
period. Miss Kellogg's long and distinguished 
career of library service is being continued 
in her new position, It is seldom any public 
official can lay claim to the thousands of 
friends which Miss Kellogg's devoted service 
has earned. 


Mr. Howard M. Rowe, a native Califor- 
nian with a distinguished career in public 
service, was named Librarian. It is our belief 
that Mr. Rowe will prove an administrator who 
will both expand and modernize this important 
Municipal service.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Library 


Trustees of the Free Public Library of 
San Bernardino, 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit a report of the 
activities of the Public Library for 
the fiscal year ending June 1955. In- 
crease in use, expansion of services, 
as far as we were able, a repair pro- 
gram, and progressive handling of 
materials constitute the Public Library's 
story for 1954-1955. 


The five-year expansion program 
for the library system, together with 
other civic improvements, was submitted 
to the voters at the municipal election 
in April. This program was defeated, 
but it is still a necessity, and an 
understanding of this need for a new 
building and branch additions should 
be made known to all citizens of the 
city during the coming year. 


Proof that the library is an 
active service to the community is 
shown by full reading rooms, long 
waiting lists for new books, numerous 
telephone requests for information, an 
active reference service, mda large 
enrollment in the vacation reading club.

The increase in use is shown at the 
branches, as well as at the Main Library. 
The Arrowhead Branch, built to house a 
maximum of 10,000 volumes and to be — 
staffed by no more than three people, is 
now overcrowded with its 11,906 volumes 
and its staff of five.. 


The other two branches are limited 
in use by their size, Bunker Hill shows 
a steady increase in use, and performs 
a valuable community service with groups 
of parents and children, 


The Mt, Vernon Branch, small and 
crowded, continues to circulate as many 
books per capita as the highest unit, 
This Branch, housed in a city-owned 
building, could be made attractive and 
much more useful if moved into a room 
in the west end of the same building. 


Although the branch libraries show 
an increase in circulation because of 
their proximity to families with chil- 
dren, the Main Library, too, shows a 
substantial increase in use, for the 
Main Library is the center for com- 
munity services, as well as the adminis- 
trative and reference center, 


In the reference department 1,543 
pictures, 6,339 magazines, 2,013 news- 
papers, and 602 pamphlets were circu- 
lated to patrons, Tabulation is not 
made of reference questions that can be 
answered almost immediately, but of 
those which required some length of time

for patron assistance or research, there 
was a total of 15,551. This department 
is open 72 hours per week for service, 


Service to the schools is given 
through the juvenile department at the 
Main Library. During the past year 65 
teachers took 29,195 books and 2,689 
pictures for supplementary classroom 
use. In addition to borrowing books, 
6,640 children were given instruction 
in library usage. 


In the summer of 1954, the Vacation 
Reading Club had 2,180 members, 829 of 
whom received reading certificates, 


All service in the juvenile depart- 
ment is limited by crowded quarters. 
This department is still confined to a 
dark, crowded basement room, too small 
to adequately serve the- children re- 
siding south of Highland Avenue. We 
strongly urge that every effort be made 
to move the children into quarters which 
will be more accessible and safe. 


Another service which has shown an 
increase has been that of the distri- 
bution of long-playing records and 
16-mm sound film. An assistant in the 
audio-visual department has enabled us 
to give better care to the films and 
records and more service to patrons. 


An original factual film on the 
needs and services of the San Bernardino 
Public Library was produced by Paul 
O'Bannon, the audio-visual assistant.

The modern library uses many of 
these non-book materials, and at present 
we have only begun our collection of 
records and films, We still belong to 
the film circuit which operates among a 
number of Southern California libraries. 


Of the 124 films used by the circuit 
during the fiscal year, the library cir- 
culated them 958 times, for 1,041 show- 
ings, to a total audience of 44,426 
persons, There are 373 individuals in 
25 communities registered for film ser- 
vice, representing 190 organizations in 
those cities. In addition, 17 schools 
used films. 


With the great increase in the use 
of books, there is additional work for 
the book repairer's department. This 
department, one of the busiest and most 
efficient, has had to have additional 
help whenever funds have been available. 


Anticipating a new library building, 
and not wishing to waste money on repairs 
on the old building, no significant re- 
pairs have been made on the main building 
for ten years. The termites, the weather, 
and daily use finally made some repairs 
mandatory, New window screens and fresh 
paint in the Reference and Juvenile De- 
partments have made the rooms cooler and 
more cheerful. 


To alleviate the crowded condition 
for the administrator and his office staff,

a small balcony was built over a portion 
of the main reading room, 


With the increase in the use of the 
library, its materials, staff and book 
stock, additional shelving amd desks 
were needed at the Main Library and the 
Arrowhead Branch, At the Arrowhead Branch, 
an Auto-Page, or Curb Book Return Box, 
was installed to permit the return of 
books during the hours that the library 
is closed, 


Because the Library always operates 
with a limited budget, the Librarian and 
her staff are always studying ways and 
means of increasing efficiency and lower- 
ing costs. To this end, the Librarian, 
together with 18 other librarians of 
Southern California, spent a week study- 
ing Performance Budgeting under profess- 
ors from the University of Southern 
California and budget officers from 
those cities which operate under this 
type of budget. 


To this end also, Mrs, Fay Engleman 
and Miss Gertrude Odell participated in 
a four-day workshop at the California 
State Library, on "Budget Stretching 
Through More Efficient Technical Processes," 
Emphasis was on simplifying procedures 
and cutting costs on the processes of 
circulating and cataloging books and 
registering borrowers at the library. 


New ideas and suggestions from the 
staff and the library patrons have kept 
the San Bernardino Library stepping out

in front, as well as stepping up towards 
the standards set for similar institu- 
tions throughout the state. 


As in all business there is a time 
of transition, revision, and expansion.

During the year, three members of 
the staff who have served for more than 
twenty years have retired to new activi- 
ties, These members are: Mré. Bess 
Harrison and Miss Isabel Wilkinson, both 
of whom served many years in the Juvenile 
Department, and Mrs, Smilie Leser, who 
had charge of periodicals. 


For a period of twenty-eight years, 
your Librarian has had the joy of devel- 
oping many departments and services in 
the system, as well as organizing the 
branch libraries. These have been years 
of progress and accomplishment, 


The rapid growth of the city, and 
changing times indicate that a new 
program is needed. Mr. Howard Rowe, 
your incoming Librarian, is well qualified 
to develop a new building program and 
expand the services. 


Much of the success of the library's 
activities are attributable to the 
capable members of the Library Board. 
Many Board members, serving for a period 
of 7 years, gained an understanding of 
the library's problems which enabled

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit a report of the activities 
of the San Bernardino Public Library for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1956. An examination 
of the report will indicate a continued increase 
in the use of the Library facilities by the 
citizens ef San Bernardino. These increases 
in service have been made in spite of the con- 
tinued inadequacies of our present Central 
Library building. 


During my first year as City Librarian, much 
of my time was spent in becoming acquainted 
with this progressive city, learning the capa- 
bilities of the Staff, and making certain stu- 
dies of internal operations. 


The major problem of the year was to review 
the proposed building program of the Library. 
A limited survey was made to determine, if pos- 
sible, why the two previous bond elections 
for a new Central Library failed to secure the 
necessary two-thirds majority. Two objections 
seemed to be in evidence. One the anticipated 
cost of the proposed building, and secondly 
the apparent ornateness of the building as 
presented in the Artist's conception of the 
building. There was some minor tA to 
the proposed site. 


On the basis of these bindings, the origin- 
al preliminary plans of the building were thorough- 
ly studied, and as a result a different approach 
to the floor plan was made. With changes in the 
expensive building would still provide the 
citizens with an adequate Library. 
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In a series of meeting with the Public Works 
Citizens Committee, these new plans were dis-— 
cussed and explained. The new approach to the 
Library Building needs of the Community was 
incorporated in the Committee's report to the 
Mayor and Council. At the writing of this 
report a new site for the proposed Central 
Library is under consideration. 


Certain studies were made of the internal 
operations of the Library. As a result, a new 
multiple order system was inaugurated in order 
to save time and provide adequate records on our 
book buying procedures. A book buying policy 
was approved by the Board of Trustees which 
enabled the Librarian to delegate much of the 
boek selection work to competent Staff members. 
Business Office procedures were studied and 

new methods adopted to provide greater efficiency 
of operation. 


Late in the year, five evaporative coolers 
were installed in the Central Library. The 
comfort which these coolers provide in the hot 
weather is deeply appreciated by the Library 
patrons as well as the Staff members. 


For the first time in some years our list 
of resigned Staff members is small in comparison 
with former years. This, I am sure, is to be 
attributed to the improvement in the salary 
structure of the Library. 


I wish to acknowledge with thanks the 
manner in which the Library Staff accepted me 
as their Librarian. Any Administrator is help- 
less without the wholehearted cooperation of 
his Staff. I thank the Staff for the cooper- 
ation it has given to me during the past fiscal 
year. 
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The Librarian is grateful to the members 
of the Board of Trustees for their patience in 
their relationship with the new Librarian, 
and for the much needed advice and counseling 
in carrying out the successful operation of 
the Library. 


The Librarian is deeply indebted to the 
Chief Administrative Officer of the City and 


to his Staff for their cooperation in offering 


helpful advice on the internal operation of 
the Library. 


The entire Staff is grateful to the 
Mayor and members of the City Council for 
their continued interest in the affairs of 
the desperate physical needs of the Library, 
and the desire to correct this situation as 
soon as possible.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


To the Honorable Mayor and Members of the Common Council, 
City of San Bernardino, California. 


Gentlemen: 

The accompanying annual report of the San Bernardino 
Free Public Library covers the fiscal year of July 1, 1956 
to June 30, 1957. 


The past year has been most vexing in local library 
administration. At its start, the Main Library was still 
housed in the old Carnegie Grant Building erected in 1903 
with a considerable amount of surplus items in a makeshift 
annex on the second floor of the vacated Central Fire 
_station. 


For the third time in recent years, a bond issue was 
offered for construction of a new Main Library. This 
issue, to the amount of $800,000.00, was placed on the 
municipal primary ballot. While commanding a substantial 
majority vote, it failed to obtain the necessary two-thirds 
required for general obligation bonds, a fate shared by 
sewer, fire and all other bond issues in the same election. 


Your Board of Trustees wishes to take this opportunity 
to express its thanks to the Mayor, other City Officials, 
and hundreds of citizens who worked so tirelessly for the 
Library Bonds. 


During the closing days of the Library Bond campaign, 
the question of safety in the 53-year-old library building 
was raised again. Safety inspections were promised by both 
the Mayor and Library Trustees. These were made and, as a 
result, the Children’s Department was closed at once due 
to external evidence of advanced structural failure. De- 
tailed inspections followed by municipal, state, and private 
engineers employed for the purpose. As all reports coincided, 
s+ was recommended that the building be closed permanently 
to the public. This was done in April. 
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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT (Cont? d. ) 


The Library Board of Trustees obtained temporary 
quarters at 587 E. Street which were occupied early in 
June, and on which the Board holds a two-year lease. 
While even more crowded than the old Library, the 
building is sound and safe. Every effort is being 
directed toward obtaining proper permanent quarters 
prior to expiration of this lease. 


Approximately half of the library stock is still 
housed in the old abandoned main building. This stock, 
together with that in the old Fire Hall, will be moved 
into a warehouse at the City Yards, later this summer. 


Changes in Library Board personnel were occasioned 
this spring by the resignation of Trustee Tom E. Jones. 
Trustee Tom Madison was named in his stead by Mayor 
Gregory. Trustee Joe Gintz was named to replace Neal 
Batchelor whose term expired. Trustee L. Burr Belden 
was re-appointed for another term.

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To the Members of the Board of Library Trustees 
of the San Bernardino Public Library. 


I take pleasure in submitting a report on the ac~ 
tivities of the San Bernardino Public Library for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1957. An examina~ 
tion of the report will indicate that the citizens 
of the community continued to use the facilities of 
the Library in increasing numbers. We are convinced 
that an adequate Central Library building will pro- 
vide a medium which will more than double our pre- 
sent Library use. 


The monetary value of the Library to the community 
can be emphasized by placing an average dollar value 
on each book circulated during the year. The aver. 
age book cost is estimated to be $3.50. We circu~ 
lated approximately 400,000 volumes for home use 
during the year. $1,400,000.00 represents the dol- 
lar value of the books read by Library patrons dur- 
the year. This value does not include the non-cir- 
culating book services available to the eitizens 
through our Reference, Film, Record, Newspaper and 
Document collections. 


In the early months of the year, much energy was 
devoted to planning for the forthcoming bond elec-~ 
tion. The failure of the bonds to secure the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority was disappointing to all con 
cerned with the problem of providing Library service 
to a growing community. 


When the Main Library was officially closed in April 
due to structural unfitness for public use, the Main 
Library Staff was immediately dispersed to our Branch 
Libraries, and the open hours of these Branches in- 
creased in order to provide continued Library service 
to the best of our ability. 
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After securing temporary quarters for the Library 
eollection, the Main Library Staff was recalled to 
the Central building to select and pack some 60,000 
books, periodicals, and newspapers for moving. The 
setting up of shelving, and the moving of books ani 
equipment to the new quarters at 587 E Street was 
done in record time. The Library reopened for ser- 
vice on June 10th. All through the moving period, 
an attempt was made to continue to give the best 
possible Library service under these difficult con- 
ditions. 


I wish to acknowledge with deep appreciation the 
manner in which the Staff cooperated with me dur- 
ing the moving of the Library collection. No job 
was too difficult, nor hours too long. I take pride 
in the accomplishment of a difficult job. 


The Librarian is indebted to the members of the 
Board of Library Trustees for their guidance and 
help during this critical year. We are deeply in- 
debted to the Chief Administrative Officer of the 
City and his efficient Staff for their cooperation 
in offering helpful advice when most needed. 


The entire Staff is grateful to the Mayor and members 
of the Council for their understanding of our prob- 
lems, and their efforts to help overcome the greatest 
of them all, the provision of adequate Library quarters.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


To the Honorable Mayor and Members of the 
Common Council, City of San Bernardino, 


California 


Gentlemen: 


Attached hereto is the annual report of the San 
Bernardino Free Public Library covering the oper- 
ations for the fiscal year of July 1, 1957 to and 
including June 30, 1958. 


At the outset of the year, movement was being com- 
pleted to the temporary main library quarters at 
587 “E” Street. This structure, being rented under a 
lease expiring in the Spring of 1959, is even smaller 
than the former main library at 4th and “D” Streets. 
Consequently, an actual majority of library items 
must be housed elsewhere. This extra housing has 
been provided in a warehouse at the City Yards. 


At the June 1958 primaries, the voters of San Ber- 
nardino gave the necessary two-thirds majority of 
favorable votes for a new main library and three 
branch libraries. The issue to the amount of $490,- 
000.00. The Common Council had previously des- 
ignated the city-owned land at Fourth Street and 
Arrowhead Avenue as the main library site. By 
eliminating the necessity of buying downtown real 


estate, it was possible to offer a bond issue of such 
reduced size that it was passed. 


Currently, while legal details are being attended 
prior to actual bond sale, the Board of Library 
Trustees is conferring with various San Bernardino 
architects with the view of making an early recom- 
mendation to the Common Council. 


During the year, the Board of Trustees suffered a 
great loss in the passing of Secretary George C. 
Cooper. Mr. Cooper’s position on the Board was filled 
by the appointment of J. David Wood, a Trustee 
with a wide knowledge of book needs and a most 
valuable addition to the Board. 


In spite of small quarters, library service has con- 
tmued at a high level during the year, thanks to the 


able administration of Librarian Howard MM]. Rowe 


and the services of a very competent and loyal Staff.

Gentlemen: 


I take pleasure in submitting a report on the activi- 
ties of the San Bernardino Public Library for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1958. An examination 
of the report will show conclusively that the citizens 
of the community continued to use the facilities of 
the Library system in increasing numbers. In spite 
of inadequate quarters, and insufficient book stock 
available to the public, our circulation for home use 
increased 11%. The greater percentage of increase 
is found in the use of the central library. I am espe- 
cially pleased with the reception by the public of our 
phonograph record collection, and the use of our 
educational Films. More than 76,000 persons viewed 
Iilms from our collection during the year. 


In the Fall and Spring, much energy was devoted 
to planning an educational program in order that the 
electorate might be informed on the need for ade- 
quate library service for the city of San Bernardino. 
The success of the program was evidenced by the 
successful passage of the Library bond issue at the 
June 3rd Primary Election. The program could not 
have been successful if it were not for the whole- 
hearted cooperation of certain civic organizations, 
and many individual citizens who worked long hours 
in bringing the library story to the people. Special 
mention should be given to the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce of San Bernardino under the very able 
direction of Larry Harvey, and to the members of 
the League of Women Voters under the guidance of 
Mrs. Maude Bagwell, Mrs. Nola Carlisle, and Mrs. 
I. A. Kotner for providing the worker background 
which was dearly needed in order to carry the pro-

gram to a successful conclusion. We are deeply in- 
debted to the many other civic and social organiza- 
tions as well as individuals who supported the Li- 
brary bond campaign. 


Early in the year the Friends of the San Bernardino 
Public Library was organized. Under the able leader- 
ship of Judge Martin J. Coughlin, this group proved 
most helpful in the organizational stage of the edu- 
cational program. 


I wish to acknowledge with deep appreciation the 
manner in which the entire Library Staff has co- 
operated in attempting to provide the best possible 
library service under the adverse conditions prevail- 
ing in the temporary library quarters. I believe that 
the good work accomplished by the Staff under the 
existing conditions won the support of many library 
patrons for the bond issue. 


The Librarian is indebted to the members of the 
Board of Library Trustees for their guidance and 
help during the past critical year, and the many 
meeting hours spent in carrying out their responsi- 
bilities.
